Funds for 
an extensive organizing campaign 
among those eligible to member- 
ship ip the garage employes’ union 
is being set up. All unions are 
asked to co-operate in the cam- 
paign of organizing with special 
help asked of the teaming craft to 
assist in this progressive move. 

A campaign is also under way to} 
counteract the CIO activity in the 
automotive industry, especially 
where the CIO have started “raid- 
ing” tactics on the garage em- 
ployes. 

Delegate Moss spoke of the CIO 
“raiding” campaign in San Fran- 
cisco and said the “raid” was not 
on the unorganized but one of 
“raiding” a long established union 
of the A. F. of L. He said his local 
started out over 35 years ago as a 
stablemen’s union, then along came 
the automobile and the union 
changed its charter to the garage} 
employes. Local 665 now enjoys 
the best conditions in the country, 
Moss said. 

The CIO “raiding” campaign is 
at a standstill in San Francisco, 
according to Moss, as the men are 
more than happy to be affiliated 
with the A. F. of L. union. 

A program to place several or- 
ganizers in western sections was 
approved and the entire teaming 


crafts promised support in this 
movement. 
Reports from various districts 


showed that conditions were on the 
upgrade with better than 50,000 
members in the areas covered by 
the council.

The latter, 
covering about a dozen workers, 
included wage increases of $15.00} 
and $20.00 per month, 44 hour week, | 
time and one half overtime pay, 
two weeks’ vacation with pay, two 
weeks’ dismissal notice and dis- 
missal protection. The contract is 
effective until April, 1941.

The Sailors’ Union of the Pacific 
this week declared sale of Ameri- 
can ships to foreign operators was 
increasing unemployment among 
seamen and putting this country 
“in a dangerous position in case of 
an emergency.”

Increases of 19.6 per cent in pay- 
rolls and 18.6 per cent in employ- 
ment, by comparison with totals in 
January of 1939, gave California 
factories the largest gain in em- 
ployment last month for any sim- 
ilar month-to-month comparison 
since 1924,

In San Francisco, Carrasco noted, | 
manufacturing plants hired 4.6 
more workers than in January of 
1939, and paid them an average of | 
84.8 cents per hour, or 3.8 per cent | 
more. | 

Moderate declines in employ-! 
ment and payrolls between Decem- | 
ber and January, commented Stat- 
istician M, I. Gershenson in the re- 
port, were less than the usual sea- 
sonal decreases. Hence, Gershen- 
son added, seasonally adjusted pay- 
rolls for the month show the high- 
est level on record for January, 
with employment just under the 
1937 peak.

Boilermakers Take 
Care of Members 


The financial report for 1939 of 
the brotherhood of boilermakers, 
iron shipbuilders and helpers, has 
just been made public and a 
cheering document. 

It reveals that since September, 
1925, over $4,250,000 have been paid 
to members and their families 
through the insurance feature of 
the organization. Partial disability 
claims have amounted to $155,000 
and accidental death benefits to 
about $650,000. 

On account of increased membevr- 
ship and a gratifying continuity of 
membership, over $50,000 was dis- 


is 


tributed this month, the largest 
amount ever paid out in any 
month. 


Of course, these large payments 
are in addition to the impressive 
sums paid in annuities to railroad 
workers of all classes by the rail- 
road retirement board. The boiler- 
makers played a conspicuous role 
in placing that beneficent law on 
the statute books, co-operating in 
the long fight with the other stand- 
ard railroad labor organizations. 


Grants to Soldier 
Dependents Hiked 


Allowances for wives and other 
dependents of men serving with 
the Royal Canadian navy, the na- 
val reserve and the naval volunteer 
reserve have been increased and 
broadened to bring them in har- 
mony with allowances paid de- 
pendents of men serving with the 
military and air forces, it was an- 
nounced by Hon. Norman Rogers, 
minister of national defense. 


The difficulty began when 
teamsters’ union found that 
eral of its drivers employed by 
Louis Romano on a state road 
grading job near Skykomish, 
Washington, were not receiving the 
scale.

Romano agreed to employ the 
new drivers sent out by the team- 
sters and to pay the scale. But 
when the new drivers reported for 
work they found Romano had 
changed his mind. 

A strike was called and a picket 
line established, whereupon the 
CIO signed up the contractor and 
its men went through the picket 
line to take the truck driving jobs. 

“This is typical of CIO meth- 
ods,” Monrean said. “They have 
been pursuing the same policy in 
the construction field and have 
been signing up every contractor 
who refuses to pay our scale and} 
is put on our unfair list. 

Work for 40 Per Cent Less 

“They are agreeing to work for 
40 per cent less than the A. F. of L. 
in some cases, and are permitting 
one man to work at any trade he 
fancies. A man can be a carpenter, 
a bricklayer and a plasterer on the 
same job.

Facing the Facts 


Thank you, Mr. President! 

The American Federation of Labor asked you last week to tell the Am- 
erican public the truth about the failure to resume labor peace negotia- 
tions. 

You responded promptly, Mr, President. You told the truth. You in- 
formed the public that the American Federation of Labor had responded 
favorably and unreservedly to your appeal for the restoration of peace 
conferences. You revealed for the first time that John L. Lewis had 
spurned your pleas. 

Now the public knows the truth. Now it is the duty of all American 
workers, whether they are members of the American Federation of Labor 
or the CIO, to compel Mr. Lewis to see reason or get out. No one man 
can get away indefinitely with the position stubbornly held by Mr. Lewis. 
No one man can prevent the hosts of labor from achieving the unity 
they want and need. No one man cay stay on the spot and take the heat 
that is being turned on Mr. Lewis and will be turned on him. 

Even Mr. Lewis knows this. So as soon as President Roosevelt spoke 
up and told the country the truth—-in fact the very next day—Mr. Lewis 
attempted to squirm off the spot and escape the public wrath by making 
a show of offering peace. It was the same kind of phony offer Mr. Lewis 
has made repeatedly in the past. Some people, including most of his fol- 
lowers, were duped by the previous fake peace proposals emanating from 
Mr. Lewis. But by this time everyone is wise to his game. That kind of 
phony will not work any more, Mr. Lewis. You had better think up a new 
one, quickly. 

ULTERIOR MOTIVES 

Even Mr, Lewis anticipated difficulty in fooling the public this time so 
he went to great lengths in insisting on his own sincerity and in warning 
against efforts to seek flaws in his proposal or to hunt ulterior motives 
behind it. It is not necessary to look for ulterior motives in the Lewis 
plan. They stick out all over it like a porcupine’s quills. 

Let us identify them for you. In the first place, Mr. Lewis did not sub- 
mit his proposal to the American Federation of Labor directly or ask that 
it be submitted and considered by the duly constituted peace committees 
representing both sides. No. Instead, he blew his pretty bubble in the air 
at the tail end of a speech before the American youth congress in Wash- 
ington. More about this congress later. 

In the second place, Mr. Lewis asked for the immediate chartering by 
the A. F. of L. of all CIO units without audits of membership or regard 
for jurisdictional conflicts with existing A. F. of L. unions. This means 
that the A. F. of L. would issue charters to paper organizations with in- 
flated membership and thus give them added strength and encourage- 
ment to carry on their fight against the A. F. of L. from within the A. F. 
of L. Wouldn’t that be a fine way of achieving peace and unity! 

Finally, Mr. Lewis topped his proposal off with the glittering but com- 
pletely gratuitous offer to withdraw himself as a candidate for any office 
in the A. F. of L. How unselfish, noble and touching! 

THE WAY TO PEACE 

When we face the facts we see that the labor war has been a bitter one 
and the road to peace will not be an easy one. The essential requirements 
are these: 

Peace must be real peace. It must come from a mutual realization that 
existing strife is unnecessary, harmful and dangerous to labor. It must be 
a lasting peace. It must be a complete peace. 

The American Federation of Labor is willing and has been willing from 
the beginning to admit all CIO unions and their members to the fold 
without prejudice, without discrimination and without penalty. We want 
them to come back. We want them to work with us, not against us. 

Therefore, it is first necessary to have an independent audit made at 
once of the paid-up membership of both organizations. 

After such an audit is made, it will be necessary for the officials of 
unions on each side with conflicting jurisdictions to sit down and work 
out mutually satisfactory mergers. The American Federation of Labor 
cannot have two unions fighting against each other in the same field for 
the right to represent the same workers. 

Finally, after the mergers have been arranged on a voluntary basis, 
all the CIO unions, including those originally chartered by the A. F. of 
L., can come back at once to the house of labor and take their rightful 
place in the conventions of the American Federation of Labor with the 
same rights and privileges as the organizations which have remained 
faithful throughout. 

Mr. Lewis, if you will accept these terms, you will be treated on the 
same footing as any other member in good standing. Nothing will be 
placed in the way of any ambitions you may still entertain. In fact, we 
invite you to come in and offer yourself as a candidate for any office 
in the American Federation of Labor at its next convention. We wouldn’t 
think of depriving you of that opportunity.

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Demanded Restitution of 
Wages Returned 


Two New York city firms were 
ordered, through motions granted 
by Judge Henry W. Goddard in 
United States district court, to re- 
hire employes they had discharged 
for refusal to “kick-back” restitu- 
tion of wages which had been paid 
them after the intervention of the 
wage and hour division of the de- 
partment of labor. 


One of the workers, a shipping 
clerk, was discharged by Ramon- 
Robert, Inc., silk converters. The 
other employe, a paper box worker, 
was discharged by Edward Rogers, 
Inc., a paper box manufacturer. 


The motions were made on be- 
half of George B. Kelly, regional 
director of the wage and hour di- 
vision, following investigation of 
complaints filed by the employes. 
Both concerns, it was said, were 
recently induced by the wage and 
hour division to pay their em- 
ployes for services for which they 
had previously been underpaid. 

Miss Posser, it was said, was ac- 
cordingly paid $51 and then asked 
by her employers to pay all of it 
“right back.” Bloom, according to 
the complaint, was given $91 and 
then asked to pay the sum back to 
his employers in nine weekly in- 
stallments. When both refused, in- 
vestigators said, they were dis- 
charged. 


N. Y. HOTEL WORKERS 
GAIN WAGE INCREASES 


Three Hundred Union 
Employes of Park Central 
Hotel Collect $7,500 Under 
Arbitrator’s Decision 


More than 300 employes of the 
Park Central hotel recently began 
to receive an aggregate of approx- 
imately $7,500 in wage increases 
due them since July 15, 1939, under 
the union contract the hotel has 
with the New York hotel trades 
council, A. F. of L. 

The lump sum payments, averag- 
ing about $25 per worker, were 
made by the hotel management in 
conformity with the first major de- 
cision handed down by Edward P. 
| Mulrooney, who is impartial arbi- 
trator in the hotel industry under 
the agreement signed between the 
Hotel Association of New York 
city and the union. 


PICKETING PENALTY IS 
IMPOSED ON WORKERS 


Fourteen strikers at the Allen- 
Bradley Manufacturing company 
this week faced blacklisting from 
their jobs as a result of an order 
issued by the state board admin- 
istering Wisconsin’s anti-labor law. 

The board ruled the 14 had 
threatened or assaulted non-union 
men and violated a previous order 
against mass picketing. This, it was 
held, made them guilty of “unfair 
labor practices” and deprived them 
of their status as employes. The 
strikers’ union announced it would 
appeal the decision to the courts. 


Unions Evolve Plan | Plumbers and Gas 


To Settle Disputes 


400,000 Railroad Shop 
Workers Agree on 
Method to Adjust 
Controversies Involving 
Jurisdiction 


New machinery for handling 
jurisdictional disputes, intend- 
ed to eliminate stoppages and 
promote peaceful industrial re- 


lations, went into effect this 
week among unions affiliated with 
the railway employes’ department 
of the American Federation of La- 
bor. It was estimated that the 
unions represent 400,000 shop work- 
ers on the railroads. 


Under the plan, which climaxes 
thirteen years of effort, impartial 
referees will decide jurisdictional 
questions that cannot be settled 
through direct negotiations. 


Officials of the railway employes’ 
department said the plan was de- 
signed to exclude recourse to man- 
agement or government in the 
handling of inter-union disputes 
and to keep their settlement “in- 
side the house of labor.” 


The unions include the machin- 
ists, boilermakers, blacksmiths, 
sheet-metal workers, carmen and 
firemen, oilers and shop laborers. 


In letters sent to the heads of all 
railroads urging co-operation by 
management in putting into effect 
decisions arrived at through the 
jurisdictional machinery, the unions 
declared that the new system was 
being put forward “in an earnest 
effort to eliminate as promptly as 
possible any and all friction that 
may result from jurisdictional dis- 
; putes between our various organi- 
| zations.” 

Employers will not be asked or 
permitted to decide questions of 
jurisdiction, but the unions in re- 
turn, promise that such questions 
shall not be allowed to interfere 
with an employer’s work. 


Shipping Firm Signs 
Telegraph Union Pact 


A. F. of L. Affiliate Negotiates 
New Wage Scale for Radio 
Officers of American 

South African Line 


Officials of the marine division 
of the commercial telegraphers’ 
union, affiliated with the American 
Federation of Labor, announced 
the signing of a new agreement 
with the American South African 
Line, Inc., covering radio officers 
employed by the company. 

Spokesmen for the union stated 
that the agreement provides for a 
new wage scale of $130 per month 
for freight ship radio officers. On 
passenger ships chief radio offi- 
cers are to be paid $150 per month, 
first radio officers $135, and sec- 
ond radio officers $120.

Private industry not only can 
build sound small homes for fami- 
lies with low incomes but is going 
to build them in greatly increased 
volume this year, Administrator 
Steward McDonald, of the federal 
housing administration, predicts. 


The last few years have seen a 
shifting emphasis on the part of 


Attorney Appointed 
To Finance Corp. 


Clifton Hildebrand, local labor at- 
torney, was appointed recently as 
attorney for the reconstruction fi- 
nance corporation. 

In making the appointment, 
Claude E. Hamilton, general coun- 
sel said: 

“IT have been authorized by the 
board to tender you appointment as 
attorney for the reconstruction fi- 
nance corporation to represent the 
corporation in such matters as may 
be referred to you from time to 
time.” 

Hildebrand is attorney for the 
railroad brotherhood and for the 
local building trades council. 


the building industry in the direc. 
tion of homes costing less than 
$4,000, McDonald said. “This trend 
is running strongly ahead,” he 
added. 


Homes are being built in growing 
numbers which cost only $4 to $6 
per room per month to own, the 
administrator said. This means that 
well-designed and _ constructed 
homes are within the purchasing 
and owning power of families 
whose annual incomes are $1,500 
and less, he says. 

To support his prediction of a 
rapidly expanding amount of this 
type of residential construction, 
McDonald pointed to striking year- 
to-year gains under the FHA’s pro- 
gram in this field. In 1939, he said, 
70,563 new homes constructed and 
financed under the FHA plan re- 
quire payments of less than $25 a 
month to cover all mortgage 
charges, including gradual reduc- 
tion of principal. 

This number represented more 
than one-half of allt mortgages on 
new homes insured by the FHA 
during the year. It was a gain of 
more than 50 per cent over the 
number of homes in this category 
built under the FHA plan in 1938.

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MINORS SHOULD BE 
BARRED FOR EXPLOSIVE 
INDUSTRIES, SAYS 
STATE COMMISSIONER 


Investigation Shows that 
Minors Should Be at Least 
18 Years of Age 


Complete agreement that minors 
under 18 years of age should be 
barred from employment in the ex- 
plosives industries was voiced at a 
public hearing called by H. C. Car- 
rasco, state labor commissioner, at 
the State building, San Francisco. 

Mr. M. I. Gershenson, principal 
statistician for the division of la- 
bor statistics and law enforce- 
ment, presenting data as to the 
hazardous nature of the industry 
stated, “The accident severity rate 
for the explosives industry was 
found to be twice that for the aver- 
age of all manufacturing indus- 
tries combined.” Mr. Gershenson 
also gave statistics on workmen’s 
compensation insurance rates, 
showing that they were about three 
and one-half times the average for 
all manufacturing classifications. 

Mr. Carl E. Johnson, engineer 
for the industrial accident com- 
mission, testified as to the safety 
requirements in connection with 
explosives, and stressed that ma- 
ture judgment was necessary by 
employes in the industry. 

“The age limit should be raised 
to eighteen,” stated Mr. J. B. Tur- 
ner, manager of the Atlas Powder 
company, giving evidence as to the 
hazardous nature of the industry. 
He pointed out that while acci- 
dents were infrequent, when they 
did occur they tended to be severe.

Millinery Union's 
Pact Covers 21,000 


A new three-year agreement cov- 
ering 21,000 millinery workers in 
the metropolitan area was signed 
on February 14 at a luncheon in 
the Hotel Astor, New York. 

Walter K. Marks, president of 
the eastern women’s headwear as- 
sociation, praised the united hat- 
ters, cap and millinery workers’ in- 
ternational union, affiliated with 
the American Federation of Labor, 
for its efforts to remove labor costs 
from the competitive field through 
the establishment of ~ uniform 
standards. He said he hoped the 
new contract would benefit manu- 
facturers and workers alike. 

Strict adherence to the terms of 
the agreement was promised by 
Nathaniel Spector, manager of the 
union’s joint board. He said the 
workers realize their welfare was 
tied up with the welfare of the in- 
dustry and that their position 
would improve as the industry be- 
came more prosperous. 


Buried Gold Would 
Make Five-Mile Train 


If gold which Uncle Sam has 
buried in the hills of Kentucky and 
stored in federal reserve bank 
vaults were loaded into freight 
cars, they would make a train 
about five miles long. 

The treasury department 
vealed this week that the hoard 
now tops $18,000,000,000, over 65 per 
cent of all the yellow metal in the 
world. The year’s increase is $3,- 
280,000,000. 

During the past few months gold 
has been pouring into the country 
from all sections of the earth. Cur- 
iously, the largest shipments came 
from Russia. 


Federal Workers’ Roll Hits 
Record High in December 


Federal employes in December 
reached a total of 987,538, an all- 
time high record, the civil service 
commission reports. 


The previous high was 940,130 in 
September, 1939. 

The commission said that the 
peak figure of December was du 
to employment of 48,866 postal 
workers for the Christmas mailing 
rush.

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Distribution of Wealth | 


Practical Approach to the Problem of | 
Unemployment | 


The persistent refusal of those who own and control Amer- 
ican industry to provide employment for around nine million | 
men and women able and willing to work is a national tragedy | 
which is sapping the stability of our system for the production | 


and distribution of wealth. 


Every worker in the United States has the moral right to | 
permanent employment. This is axiomatic in face of the fact that 
under our industrial system the only way the workers have to 
provide a living for themselves and their families is by the sale 
of their labor power—their ability to produce wealth and render 
service —to employers, 


The constitution of the United States was established to “se- 
cure the blessings of liberty” for all Americans. When employ- 
ers refuse to buy the labor power of millions of working men and | 
women, those workers are deprived of their ability to purchase 
the things that constitute a living. They and their families are 
thus denied the blessings of liberty enunciated by the constitu- 
ion, for without the right to buy a living, liberty is a meaning- 
less word, 

The crux of the entire unemployment situation is the profit 
motive and principle on which our industrial system is based. 
Business men go into business solely to make profits out of the 
labor they employ. If they can’t make profits they refuse to em- 
ploy labor—and that is the reason why nine million workers 
today are tramping the streets vainly seeking jobs. If employers 
could sell at a profit the commodities the unemployed workers 
are capable of producing and the services the unemployed work- 
ers are capable of rendering, the nine million jobless would van- 
ish into the thousands of plants making up our industrial and 
commercial system. But the practical experience of employers 
reveals to them the indisputable business fact that the millions 
who are employed produce all the commodities and render all 
the services that can be sold at a profit. Therefore, the nine mil- 
lions of unemployed are denied work and kept in the conscript 
army of the jobless. 


Economists, politicians, jurists, social workers, business! Sette 


leaders and other prominent persons disagree as to many of the 
causes of unemployment and the measures capable of being ap- 
plied to provide the jobless with work. Some of the Lincoln’s 
birthday speakers contended that so-called labor-saving ma- 
chinery and other technological devices are not responsible for 
unemployment. But the American Federation of Labor declares 
that three million workers have been thrown into the present 
unemployed army by means of these job-destroying methods. 
In addition, the federation points out that five million of the 
jobless are represented by working men and women who were 
added to the working population during the last ten years and 
for whom those who own and control industry have not pro- 
vided jobs. 
To remedy this atrocious unemployment condition, which 
inflicts undeserved poverty upon millions of helpless workers 
and their dependents, the American Federation of Labor de- 
mands the extension of the six-hour day, five-day week, thus | 
absorbing many of the unemployed. In addition, the federation 
urges the creation by congress of a national advisory council, | 
including representatives of labor, farmers, consumers, industry 
and the government, to explore the entire unemployment prob- 
lem and coordinate all elements of our population in a deter- 
mined effort to develop methods by which industry can expand 
production and wipe unemployment off the map of the United 
States, 
Surely the proposal of the American Federation of Labor is | 
a reasonable and pragmatic approach toward restoring to nine 
million American men and women the legal right to life, liberty 
and the pursuit of happiness set forth by the Declaration of In- 
dependence,

To Create More Work and Greater Buying Power

A main point of the campaign is 
circulation of a petition expressing 
preference for the 30-hour week 
through these organizations. Thir- 
ty-three states are said to be cov- 
ered by the drive. 

Share Benefits 

The eiectrical workers’ local has 
enjoyed benefits of the 30-hour 
week for three years, union offi- 
cials said, and have determined to 
share its benefits with other organ- 


| izations. 


Returns from the petitions indi- 
cate almost a complete acceptance 
of the short week program, it was 
said. 

“That the shorter week for 
all workers will soon be estab- 
lished throughout the United 
States is evidenced by the rapid 
growth of this campaign,” an 
official bulletin said. “Over 1500 
organizations have endorsed 
the petition, and are now ac- 
tively engaged in securing in- 
dividual signatures.” 

Purchasing Power 

Adoption of the 30-hour week 
will be the means of putting pur- 
chasing power in the hands of the 
workers now unemployed, the cam- 
paign emphasizes. 

“Machinery is allowed to replace 
men in industry, commerce and ag- 
riculture to the point where 75 per 
cent of our national man power 
only is employed at long hours, to 
produce the market’s supply of 
commodities,” the campaign 
pamphlet said. 

“Twenty-five per cent of our na- 
tional man power has no employ- 


ment whatever, and no income 
with which to buy the things they 
badly need. This is the indictment 
held against our present economic 
policy. 

“By limiting the employed 
workers to six hours’ work per 
day and five days per week, 
the unemployed 25 per cent can 
be put to work and will be able 
to buy our commodities.”

Unemployment Racket: 

Some of the many crooked meth- 
ods adopted by certain employers 
to sidestep the unemployment laws 
in the state of California were di- 
vulged by representatives of that 
department in a meeting with the 
building trades business agents last 
Tuesday. 


Messrs. Sandberg and Walters 
warned against three types of 
chiselers in particular: 


(1) The unregistered employer. 


(2) The registered employer with 
altered or incomplete records. 


(3) The employer who deducts 
from the employe pay roll and in- 
stead of depositing the same with 
the state, pockets this money him- 
self, 

It was apparent that the greater 
percentage of this unlawful manip- 
ulating was noted in the building 
trades industry. This employment 
having great turnover, being un- 
stable and changing in location, is 
a difficult problem for the under- 
staffed department ... even though 
there is over $155,000,000 accrued 
for this fund in the state treasury. 

It was pointed out that many 
times unemployed workers would 
make a claim expecting to receive 
the full benefit of eighteen dollars 
only to find that because their em- 
ployers did not abide by the law, 
they were entitled to but eight or 
nine dollars a week, if any. 

Some unions have already suc- 
cessfully started to correct this 
vicious practice by causing all 
members to register with the sec- 
vetary the amount of wages earned 
and from what contractors. This 
record is subsequently checked 
with the state employment bureau. 

To further protect their mem- 
bers, the Alameda Building Trades 
Council, have advanced a recom- 
mendation for amending the pres- 
ent law. This amendment would 
change the present law in that por- 
tion referring to the number of em- 
ployes an employer must have for 
a period of twenty weeks per year. 
The present law states four. The 
amendment states one. This would 


not only eliminate petty chiseling 
which is now doing thousands of 
workers out of the benefits this 
law is intended to provide but 
would also give coverage to a 
greater number of employes. On to 
Sacramento!

Brown of IAM F 
Raps Budget 
Balancers 


Savings at Expense of 
Jobless Denounced by 
Brown; Demands Greater 
Purchasing Power 


Tory business interests that 
are bringing pressure on con- 
gress to “balance the budget’ 
at the expense of America’s 


jobless were sharply denounced 
this week by President Harvey W. 
Brown of the international associa- 
tion of machinists. 

Brown voiced his views in a 
penetrating analysis of the nation’s 
economic ills, published in the Feb- 


ruary issue of the ‘Machinists’ 
Journal,” just off the press. 

There is a “more important 
budget” to be balanced than fed- 
eral income and outgo—and that, 
he said, is to give the people 


enough purchasing power to buy 
all the products that industry and 
agriculture can turn out. 

“Paying off the federal debt 
would then be child’s play even 
if it were five times its pres- 
ent size,” Brown declared. 
“However, further to unbal- 
ance the production-consump- 
tion budget of the American 
people by cutting federal relief 
and public works is not only 
bad politics, it is dangerous so- 
cial and economic doctrine.” 

Vicious Circle 

Because most persons are too 
poor to buy the goods and services 
which the nation’s productive ca- 
pacity can supply, there is a con- 
tinuous “vicious circle” of poverty 
and unemployment, he pointed out. 

Under proper planning, both the 
poverty and joblessness could be 
wiped out and production could be 
stepped up so as to guarantee 
every family a minimum annual 
income of $4,000, and perhaps much 
more, Brown declared. 

Neglected Manpower 

He cited two national surveys 
made by economists showing that 
even in the peak year of 1929, when 
the country’s income reached 80 
billion dollars, it could have been 
boosted to between 100 and 135 bil- 
lion if manpower and_ industry 
were used to capacity. 

Had the 135 million rate been main- 
tained, it would have added 700 bil- 
lion dollars to the actual national 
income during the 10 years of the 
depression, Brown explained, That 
sum would give every family in the 
United States a $10,000 home, a 
$1,000 car and leave a $10,000 “nest 
egg” besides. 

“Here is a real job of budget bal- 
ancing,” Brown said. “Let the mas~ 
ter business minds of the country 


turn their efforts to this task 
rather than snipe at the work re- 
lief program.”

Boycott of Calpak 
Products Still On 
By AFL Unions 


Boycott Becomes Noticeable 
In Fresno Area, Home of 
Calpak Corporation 


That the A. F. of L. boycott 
against the products of the Cali- 
fornia Packing corporation is ef- 
fective, is shown by activities in 
the Fresno area. This plant at 
Fresno is the focal point for Cal- 
pak anti-labor activities and ap- 


pears to be the spearhead for sim- 
ilar activities elsewhere should 
the effort be successful. 


Outside Pressure Applied 

Outside pressure is said to be on 
the company “union” within the 
Fresno plant to discontinue its 
anti-labor organization so that the 
boycott can be lifted and normal 
business again be resumed on Cal- 
pak products. 


In the city of Fresno the boycott 
is particularly noticeable. The Cal- 
pak brands are noticeable by their 
absence on the shelves of whole- 
sale warehouses; grocers are fail- 
ing to restock the brands because 
of non-sale and the grocery ads no 
longer feature Del Monte and other 
Calpak brands. 

Flagrant Violation 

The Fresno Calpak company 
“union” thrust at legitimate organ- 
ized labor is one of the most fla- 
grant violations of the rights of 
employes to organize and is a di- 
rect, studied anti-labor gesture on 
the part of the company. The Am- 
erican Federation of Labor has 
made this case one of definite im- 
portance, taking such steps as the 
boycott to localize and eventually 
nullify a practice, that if it be- 
comes general, will do organized 
labor irreparable harm. 


Progressive Miners 
Challenge Lewis 
In Checkoff Test 


A group of miners employed at 
the Cameron Colliery, Shamokin, 
Pa., undertook last week to test 
the checkoff system by which the 
united mine workers collect dues. 


Joseph Donahue, organizer for 
the Progressive | Miners of Ameri- 
ca, A. F. of L. rival to the CIO 
union, said that he would bring the 
issue before state officials in Har- 
risburg this week. 

Mr. Donahue said that he rep- 
resented miners who are staying 
away from their jobs in the Cam- 
eron Colliery rather than sign a 
waiver authorizing the firm to de- 
duct union dues from their pay. 

He contended that one-third to 
one-half of the 700 employed at the 
colliery opposed the checkoff as 
“unconstitutional.”

IDEAL CONTRACTS 


Renewal of contracts was the 
best evidence of the success of 
three years of union shop condi- 
tions for A. F. of L. meat drivers, 
when San Diago’s twelve major 
jobbers signed up with provisions 
for increased pay and_ shorter 
hours. 

Union shop requirements were 
included in the pact, which re 
ceived the approval of Teamsters’ 
Local 542 and Butchers’ Local 229. 
Time and a half is specified for 
overtime, plus a week’s vacation 
with pay and observance of all le- 
gal holidays. For the purpose of 
complying with federal wage-hour 
laws, all employes will receive a 
half-day holiday every Wednesday. 

“The contracts are the climax of 
three years of harmony between 
A. F. of L. and the meat process- 
ing industry,” declared union offi- 
cials. “The co-operative attitude of 
the employers and the concrete 
benefits won by the employes 
should help to convince trouble- 
makers who try to read malice into 
every labor situation.”
